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PREFACE 


This book tells the story and the history of ABDULNOUR family in Mosul and follows them 
to where they live now. While there is very little information in the public records available to 
me from where I’m writing, I’m hoping to find more information as time goes by. There are also 
pictures and page size family trees with the intent to combine all these trees in a size that can 
be shared easily. While | listed all the information | gathered about the people, | refrained from 
listing my opinion or other’s opinions about the people. 


When | was looking for information in the available sources, | discovered that our Syriac 
Orthodox churches didn’t do a good job in keeping information about the people and their 
ancestry as | found many other churches and religions did where you can find a whole history of 
many families and their achievements. This work was done by their clergy and laymen’s alike. 


This is not the first time someone worked on our family tree. | know and I’ve seen trees 
done by the late Mr. Saeed AbdulNour, the late Mr. Sami AbdulNour, the late Mr. Sulaiman 
AbdulNour, and Mr. Nashwan AbdulNour. However, this is the first time there is an attempt to 
write the history of our family in Mosul. | regret that we didn’t do this any sooner since the 
older generations are leaving us and it is very hard for them to remember all the names and 
events after such a long time. 


Another point | would like to make here is this work is by no mean complete because | keep 
discovering new information supplied by family members and other sources and the availability 
of more information in the British Archives in London and the Ottoman Archives in Istanbul. 


During the course of this work, we discovered some family members that were never 
included in previous family tree especially females and all this was done by asking people about 
who’s missing. Another source of information was a partial Baptism and Death record from one 
church in Mosul. There were few names that | confirmed were born and died as young children 
and | chose to include them in this family document but there are few more names that | 
haven’t confirmed yet. Another benefit for doing this work is that | talked with many people in 
the family that | haven’t talked to in so many years and that’s in addition to the communication 
in our Facebook group 


This time, | chose to write all the information from the beginning and not use any computer 
program to do it. While the computer programs might make it easier to track the information 
inside them, | found them very hard to arrange the information in the way that is easier to read 
and they have a lot of bloated formatting that will not add any benefits to the readers. Also, the 
family tree that is automatically generated by these computer programs is very big and 
impossible to read in one piece. Many of them charge a monthly fee also 
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The drawings of family tree are done in separate drawings for each major branch then they 
will be combined in one drawing for the whole family later on. Tree 1 is for Generation 1 to 
Generation 6. Then Tree 2, Tree 3, Tree 4, and Tree 5 are the family trees for each major branch 
subsequent generations. 


As for the documents, | chose to translate them into English and | added only one 
document in Arabic to reflect the writing style of that era. My gratitude to Shamas Dr. Bashir 
Altorle for translating this letter in Syriac to Arabic. 


All the references | used were written either in English or Arabic in the last 130 years and 
all of them is published as books, articles, or higher education thesis except for a few that are 
unpublished. Many of the published references are in the public domain that | freely acquired 
but some are still under copyright privileges that | bought or borrowed from public and 
university libraries. 


At the end, | would like to thanks all the people who provided information and special 
thanks to Aziz AbdulNour, Salah and May AbdulNour, Lamya AbdulNour, Makram Barsoum, and 
Sulaiman AbdulNour. | also like to give special thanks to my daughter, Sofia AbdulNour for her 
help in drawing the family trees and to my nephew, Rafid Farjo, for his help in borrowing books 
from University of Michigan Library and other libraries.

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PART ONE 
THE FAMILY, THE CITY, AND THE ENVIRONMENT 
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THE FAMILY 


ABDULNOUR family is an Aramaic/Syriac Orthodox Christian family that started in Al-Ruha, 
a city in modern day Turkey known as Urfa. It is also known as Urhai in the Syriac/Aramaic 
language. It was known as EDESSA in Greek times. 


ABDULNOUR 4ailr 3nd ) plus is a Christian name that means; Worship of the Brightness 
of Jesus (Nour-al-Massih). 


Our family started with the birth of ABDULNOUR in Al-Ruha and the date might be as old as 
in the 1300’s. This was confirmed by the late Patriarch Ignatius Afram | Barsoum and the late 
Patriarch Ignatius Yacoub Ill (1). This information was also stated by the late Gregorius Bulus 
Behnam, Archbishop of Baghdad and Basra (2). It looks like the name ABDULNOUR was a little 
common name in that area of Turkey since there are at least 4 Syriac Orthodox Metropolitans 
or bishops that had this name in the 19th century alone in addition to many monks and other 
church members. We also have to keep in mind that the area of Southern Turkey was 
populated by Arabic speaking population and most cities and villages had Arabic names in 
addition to Syriac and Turkish names 


After few generations and due to political instability after the Turkish Ottomans occupied 
Al-Raha (Urfa as it is known today) and possibly a famine, some family members left Al-Ruha 
and migrated to the surrounding areas that were under the Ottoman Empire. It’s a possibility 
that some members settled in Southern Turkey around Tur-Abdin area. The family member 
who migrated to Iraq settled in Mosul, a city in northern current day Iraq, not far from the 
current Iraqi-Turkish borders. Even after that some of them migrated to other countries like 
Lebanon and Syria in the 1400’s. In the 15th century, Behnam AbdulNour, a deacon from 
Mosul, went to visit Jerusalem and the Holy Lands with his family and then went to Lebanon 
and settled there in a small town called Ain-Tourine* in the north that was populated by many 
Syriac Orthodox families. However, it appears that they converted to other Christian 
denominations in later years (3). We also know that 3 brothers left Mosul in 16th century for 
reasons unknown to us and went to live in the surrounding countries like Syria, Lebanon, and 
Palestine (1). 


It’s a story of generations of one family that lived mostly in Mosul, Iraq, throughout 
plagues, famines, floods, and other catastrophes. They lived close together near their church in 
Al-Qala’a district in Old Mosul and intermarried, mostly, with other Syriac Orthodox families. 
They worked with the other Syriac Orthodox families in Mosul to defend their faith and their 
churches. When they lost their church, Al-Tahera they collectively donated their ancestral 
houses to build a new church (4), also called Al-Tahera (5) and it became known as Al-Tahira Al- 
Qala’a. The new church received the Ottoman Firman in 1892 to start building (6) and was 
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completed in 1896. They served their church, their community, and their country to the best 
they could. They also worked together in trade and agriculture (7) and many of them went on 
pilgrimages to visit Jesus Christ tomb in Jerusalem and the Holy lands. Many of them had keen 
interest in the Syriac language, culture, and books and acquired old manuscripts and wrote new 
ones also (8). 


It’s a story of generations of one family that were prosper and successful with many 
members working in trade with Turkey, Syria, Iran, India, and many other countries. They 
owned farm land and raised cattle and horses and sold them in faraway countries. They served 
as judges and city administrators. They were politicians and represented their people in the 
higher echelons of government. The exceled even when there were many barriers like the 
discrimination against Christians by the people and the rulers and the constant attacks from 
other Christian sects. In more modern times, one hurdle they overcame was the assigned quota 
system in university applications. The newer generations became doctors, pharmacists, 
dentists, engineers, scientists, lawyers, businesspeople and many other professions. At one 
time in Mosul, there were four pharmacies owned by Zakar, Muneer, Adel, and Sulaiman 
AbdulNour (9). Now, many generations reside outside Mosul in many countries in Europe, 
North America, Australia and New Zealand. 


ABDULNOUR family in Mosul had 2 people out of 13 people represented the Christians of 
Mosul in the Iraqi Chamber of Deputies, the lower chamber of Iraqi Parliament, in 16 elections 
between 1925 and 1958. The Syriac Orthodox community in Mosul had a good representation 
in these elections (10). While they lived peacefully under the Ottoman rule for many 
generations, they were happy to see it gone and a large number of them signed a declaration in 
1919 welcoming the new British administration along with other Christians in Mosul (11). They 
were one of the few Christians families mentioned by the new British administration after they 
entered Mosul (12). 


Many members of our family (and all Christians in Mosul and Iraq) worked hard for their 
community and dreamed of a future where minority Christians has equal rights with the 
majority population. However, these dreams where crushed by waves of religious and 
nationalistic extremism in Mosul and Iraq after Iraq independence in 1932, after 1959 failed 
Coup d’état in Mosul, and after many events later. 


They lived all together and next to each other in a compound like big house that had many 
houses and apartments. This house was on Nabi Gergees Street near Suk Al-Sha’areen and near 
Al-Tahira church since the end of 18 century, all 19th century, and most of the 20th century. 
The house lost more parts of it to the widening projects of Nabi Gergees street in between 
1914 and 1954 (13). Nabi Gergees Street used to be narrow, 3-4 meters (10-12 ft.) wide, and 
there was a skywalk in the area where ABDULNOUR houses were (5). Similar skywalks are still in 
many narrow streets in MOSUL today. In the middle of the 20th century, they started leaving 
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this area to other areas in Mosul or to other cities to work and live. At this time, in the year 
2022, there’s no full family that lives in this area or anywhere in Mosul. Most of them live in 
Baghdad, other cities in Iraq, and many other countries around the world. 


ABDULNOUR family in Mosul has 4 major branches, arranged by alphabetical order starting 
from ABDULNOUR and MATEE in Generation 5 then by birth sequences and continues to 
Generation 12 and beyond.

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MOSUL, THE CITY 


As our family lived in Mosul, their history was connected to the city. Here’s some 
information about the city of Mosul during the 18"", 19", and 20" centuries to give you a high 
level idea about the geography, politics, religion, population, and the economy of the city 
where our family lived and interacted for a long period of time. 


Religious Environment: Mosul Christians lived in the city since the beginning of 
Christianity. There are many Syriac Orthodox Church Patriarchs, Maphrians, Archbishops, 
Bishops, priests, and scholars who were born or studied in Mosul (14) 


up until the beginning of WWI and the start of Sayfo genocide, Mosul and St. Mathews 
Monastery were the only major Syriac Orthodox church archbishoprics in modern history that 
were outside Turkey. This genocide caused the death of more than 90,000 Syriac Orthodox 
Church people including 154 monks, priests and bishops and the destruction of more than 156 
churches and monasteries and 345 villages. Many more people were deported from their 
historic homeland in Tur-Abdin and the surrounding cities and villages like Diyarbakir, Midyat, 
Mardin, and Azakh (15). While Mosul Christians didn’t suffer any casualties, they welcomed all 
the people who fled to their city. This population movement led to the establishment of new 
archdiocese in Syria and Lebanon and later in Europe and North America. 


The Christian population in Mosul, the Villayat of Mosul, Northern Iraq and Southern 
Turkey was Syriac Orthodox, Nestorians, or Armenians before the Catholic and Protestant 
missionaries from different countries started to establish centers in these areas. The 
missionaries started establishing their centers in these areas in the 17" and 18" due to 
pressure from European countries, especially France and England, a possible Ottoman 
Authorities plan to split the local Christian population, and maybe bribes to local leaders. After 
that, the missionaries started attracting members of the above local Christian population by 
offering medical services, education, and financial incentives. All this work resulted in 
converting Syriac Orthodox people to the newly established Syriac Catholic church, the 
Nestorians to newly established Chaldean church and Armenians to the newly established 
Armenian Catholic church. This conversion led to conflicts between people and clergy that 
lasted many years and resulted in losing our churches and monasteries (16) and divided church 
properties (A.2.4.). The Catholic missionaries’ presence in Mosul continues to this day. The 
American Protestant mission closed its doors in Mosul in the mid 1850’s but there was still 
American population living in Mosul at the end of the 19th and beginning of 20th centuries. 
Another British Protestant mission, CMS, established a small hospital in Mosul few years before 
World War 1 but closed shortly after the war started (17). 
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It’s worth mentioning here that all the Catholic and Protestant missions didn’t come to 
convert any Muslim or Yazidi persons to become a Christian. They only wanted to convert 
Syriac Orthodox, Nestorians, and Armenians to become Catholics and Protestants and splitting 
the indigenous churches into two or three sections because the Catholic and Protestant church 
considered our church (and all Non-Chalcedonian churches) as Heretics (16). 


Some of the Syriac Orthodox families took it upon themselves to fight the divisions that 
happened because of the conversion of some families to Syriac Catholic church. They were very 
suspicious of the missionaries and some of them send their children to study high school in 
faraway places like Baghdad and Midyat that were run by Protestant missionaries and not send 
them to the Catholic high school in Mosul. 


Geography: The city is located on the left side of the Tigris river in north of Iraq. It was not 
a big city and until the end of the 19%" century it was mostly limited to what was inside the old 
wall that surrounded the city for a long period of time. While the wall, that was demolished in 
1934, limited the city expansion, it protected the city from outside invaders and the last one of 
them was the siege of Nadir Shah, the Persian ruler in 1743. Most of the areas that we know 
today in Mosul were either small villages around it, new areas outside the old wall, or new area 
on the other side of the river. The wall had eleven gates and was maintained frequently. Across 
the river, there were the ruins of the Assyrian Empire capitals and other small villages that were 
absorbed in the city during expansion after World War One. The many villages around Mosul 
were populated by majority Christians, Kurdish, or occasionally both living in the same village. 
About 40 km (25 miles) to the Northeast, is the Monastery of St. Matthew and the Monastery 
of Mar Behnam is close also. Many orientalists visited Mosul starting the 16" century and their 
numbers increased after the discovery of the Assyrian Empire ruins by Jean-Emile Botta, the 
French vice-council in Mosul. Some orientalist described it as beautiful city and some described 
it as ruins and filthy. While it was considered an important center for the Ottomans, it was the 
only big center that was hard to get to because it was it was in the middle of the Empire. 


Political Environment: Al-Jalili dynasty, a local family, ruled Mosul from 1726 to 1834 as 
governors appointed by the Ottoman sultans with few exceptions. The family started when 
Abdul-Jalil, a Chaldean merchant came from Diyarbakir to live in Mosul. Later, one of his sons 
converted to Islam and managed to get appointed to be tax collector on behalf of the Ottoman 
authorities. That gave the family a great opportunity to accumulate wealth and use that wealth 
to climb the political ladder and be governors in Mosul and other areas in the Ottoman Empire. 
However, their rule ended after many revolts in the city and the province. Because of this, the 
governors were now appointed directly by the Sultan in Istanbul. All the governors didn’t last 
for long and were replaced frequently for many reasons, mainly corruption and their inability to 
deal with the local population (18). The Ottomans, generally, didn’t pay the same attention to 
Mosul, Baghdad, and Basra Villayat as much as they did to other areas in the Empire. 
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Population: While the majority of Mosul population was Muslims, there was a considerable 
Christian minority and a very small Jewish minority. The Christian population in the Ottoman 
census of 1912 was about 6,187 male, adult and children. Of that number, 1877 of them were 
Syriac Orthodox males which make the total Syriac Orthodox church population in the city less 
than 4000 males and females (19). However, these numbers might be undercounted since 
many families didn’t give the correct numbers for fear of sending their sons to military service 
or pay extra taxes. In 1933, there were about 13,890 houses in the city of Mosul which implies 
that the total populating in Mosul was about 100,000 people that year (9). 


Economy and Commerce: The Mosul economy was tightly connected to the economy of 
the villages and farm land outside the city and the neighboring Kurdish areas. The merchants in 
the city bought commodities and products from the villages and exported them to Baghdad, 
Damascus, Aleppo, Turkey, Persia, Egypt, UK, and Europe. These products were cotton and 
cotton products, leather and leather products, sheep skin, and other agriculture products like 
raw milk, fruit and vegetables. At the same time they imported from the same areas their needs 
of rice, salt, spices, other agriculture product, and manufactured products like glass and iron. 
Mosul was known for its Muslin fabric which was imported from Eastern India and exported it 
to Europe. They used land routes or took the river down to Baghdad and Basra using rafts 
(Kalacks) floating in the river. Both kinds of travel took several days to weeks to reach their 
destinations and they were full of risk and dangers (20). 


The tradesmen in the city like blacksmiths, weavers, etc. were organized in guilds and each 
guild leader was in charge of collecting taxes from the guild members for the government. Their 
shops were usually close to each other according to their trade (20). 


Education: There was very small opportunity for education in Mosul in the 19th and 
beginning of 20th centuries since there was no widespread public of private primary or 
secondary education. The Dominican mission school was the best option at that time but not 
everyone sent their boys there and girls were not able to go to schools until the end of the 19th 
century. The Syriac Orthodox Church opened schools attached to their churches, Mar Toma and 
Al-Tahira at the end of 19th century. Dr. Abdulahad AbdulNour was the 1* person from the 
family to graduate from a university and was the doctor in Mosul who graduated from the 
American University of Beirut in 1911.

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EVENTS IN MOSUL AND OUTSIDE 


Listed below some of the major events in the 18°", 19", and 20" centuries that might have 
left an impact on the lives of ABDULNOUR family and many Christians families in Mosul 


e 1743: The Siege of Mosul by Nader Shah’s army 

e 1750: The Dominican Catholic mission established a center in Mosul 

e 1834: The end of the semi local rule in Mosul when the last governor of the Al-Jalili dynasty 
was replaced by governors directly appointed by the Ottoman Sultan 

e 1838: Commercial convention held in Istanbul. The convention was between many 
European countries and the Ottoman Empire to liberate the commerce and trade between 
the Ottoman Empire and these countries and lower the taxes on imported and exported 
goods. It also led to improving economic conditions for many people and being able to buy 
lands from the government 

e 1839: Tanzimat reforms that included reforming the Millet System for religious minorities 

e 1854: Riots started targeting the Christians and Jewish population in Mosul. It is believed it 
was led by some of the ruling elites as a response to the improving economic conditions for 
Christians and Jewish in Mosul 

e 1856: Hamayouni Decree and new Ottoman Empire Land code 

e 1880: Famine in Mosul after a bad harvest and drought conditions for 2 consecutive years 

e 1895: The 1st genocide event against Armenian and other Christians in Diyarbakir and 
surrounding areas in Southern Turkey 

e 1896: New Syriac Orthodox Church and school were built after their old church was stolen 
from them by the Syriac Catholic church with the help of the French officials in Mosul and 
Istanbul. The new church also called Al-Tahira also and ABDULNOUR family collectively 
donated about half of their big house to build this church. 

e 1910: Shemmer tribe and their allied tribes stole 200,000 sheep from the villages around 
Mosul and from other tribes. Those sheep were owned by many families from Mosul 

e 1914: World War | started and the Ottoman mobilization orders (Seferblek) started 

e 1915: Sayfo. The genocide where the Syriac Orthodox, Syriac Catholics, Armenians, 
Nestorians, Chaldeans, and Greeks Christians were slaughtered and deported from their 
ancestral homeland by the Ottoman army and their Kurdish allies. While it officially started 
in 1915, it actually started in 1894 and it kept going on until after 1924. 

e 1918: The British Army entered Mosul and replaced the Ottoman Army 

e 1958: Military Coup d’état in Iraq that abolished the monarchy and established a republic 

e 1959: Failed military Coup d’état in Mosul that was crushed after 3 days 

e 1968: The last ABDULNOUR family, Muneer AbdulNour family, left their house in the area 
where most of ABDULNOUR family lived for more than 150 years (5) 
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GLOSSARY 


Al-Jazira: Vast Farmland and dessert North West of Mosul between Iraq and Syria. 
Al-Qala’a: A residential district in old Mosul that had higher percentage of Christian families 
living there. The word means “The Castle” because it was close to an old castle in Mosul 
Al-Tahira: The name means “The Immaculate Virgin” and was used for many churches in 
Mosul. All the churches in Mosul are now in ruins after ISIS occupied Mosul in 2014 
Bahezani: A small village 22 km (8.7 mile) east of Mosul, Iraq. 

CMS: Church Mission Society. A British church mission society. 

Dir Al-Zaafarn: Syriac Orthodox Monastery in Tur-Abdin area in Turkey.

Gregorius Bulus Behnam: Archbishop of Mosul (1952-1963) then Archbishop of Baghdad

Jacobite: A wrong name that was used to call the Syriac Orthodox church members 
Khawaja: A Persian word used in Mosul daily life to call a distinguished Christian 
gentleman (23). 

Maqdasi: A gentleman who traveled to visit the tomb of Jesus Christ in Jerusalem and 
visited the Holy Lands in Palestine. 

Maqdasia: A lady who traveled to visit the tomb of Jesus Christ in Jerusalem and visited the 
Holy Lands in Palestine. Also called Al-Hijia. 

Monastery of Mar Matee: Syriac Orthodox Church Monastery 40 km (25 miles) Northeast 
of Mosul, Iraq. https://en.wikipedia.org/wiki/Mor Mattai_Monaster 

Nestorians: A Christian denomination that follows the teachings of Nestorius, Archbishop of 
Constantinople. He was declared heretic at the synod of Ephesus in 431. The official name is 
“Church of the East” and they are referred to them today as “Athorien” 

Sinjar: A town 125 km (78 miles) west of Mosul. 

Urfa: City in current day Turkey. Had many different names in different languages. In 
Arabic & | and in Syriac Urhai mia . It was also known as Edessa in the ancient times. It’s 
about 385 km Northwest of Mosul in South of Turkey near the Syrian border 

Villayat: | Turkish word was used to describe a province under the Ottoman rule. Examples 
are Mosul, Baghdad, Basra, etc. 

Yazidis: | Followers of ancient religion and they mostly live in Northern Iraq

Behnam Rassam a Superior of St. Matthew’s Monastery near Mosul and the Patriarch 


approved this appointment which led to revival of the Monastery after many years of 


neglect (27). He, his brother Behnam, and his nephew Antone, along with some prominent 


members of the Syriac Orthodox church in Mosul exchanged letters with the Indian church 


clergy regarding a Protestant priest that pretended to be a member of the Syriac Orthodox 
church (14).

He worked and donated money to build a new road to St. Matthew’s 
Monastery and it was completed by his son, ABDULAHAD ABDULNOUR (40.) after his 
death (27). He donated money to other charitable organizations (30). He was appointed a 
judge in the criminal court in 1890 and 1894 in Mosul during the Ottoman rule (31) and he 
was a member of Mosul provisional council. He went with other people from Mosul to 
welcome King Faisal when he arrived in Baghdad (32). After his death, his family donated a 
house to the Al-Ihsan Charitable Organization in Mosul in his memory (33).

He removed the young Ayoub Barsoum (31.1.) from the 
Dominican mission school in Mosul and sent him on a carriage to Dir Al-Za’afaran in Tur- 
Abdin area (35) where he started his religious studies and later became MOR Ignatius 
Afram I, the 120th Syriac Orthodox Patriarch. He hosted the deposed Patriarch 
Abdelmassih II in his house in Mosul when he was on his way to India and corresponded 
with Patriarch Abdulla Il when he was staying in Jerusalem to express his opinions about 
church matters (36). His letters were neatly written with eloquent style. From the available 
information, it looks like he funded copying 15 old Syriac manuscripts as a gift to the Syriac 
Indian Church and this work was done by Deacon MATEE POULUS (33.). All these books 
were sent to the priest, Matta Konat, in India. His family also donated an orchard to the 
church in 1927 in his memory (38). His house was big and built in the same area of the 
ancestral ABDULNOUR family compound in Al-Qala’a district and it said that the house was 
about 300 years old when it was destroyed by ISIS movement in 2014 (37).

He held several 
diplomatic positions in London and Jeddah, Saudi Arabia (60) and he represented the Iraqi 
government in Yamen for some time and became close advisor to Imam Yahiya, the Yemani 
King (61).

LIFE STORIES 
A.1.1. ABDULAHAD ABDULNOUR 


Abdulahad AbdulNour was born in Mosul in 1888. He was the third son of eight children 
born to Abdulaziz AbdulNour and Ameena Kassab. In 1902, at the age of 14, he was sent to 
finish his high school education in a boarding school in Beirut, Lebanon. After high school he 
joined the Medical College at the American University of Beirut (AUB). AbdulNour graduated, at 
age 23, with a degree in Medicine and Surgery from AUB in 1911. Subsequently, he returned to 
serve Mosul as a pioneering doctor, and the first doctor in Mosul to graduate from AUB. 


On his return to Mosul, Abdulahad initially worked at an English mission hospital which the 
British Church Mission Society had recently opened in Mosul. This hospital closed its doors soon 
after the declaration of World War |. After that, Abdulahad joined the Ottoman Health 
Authority in the Province of Mosul. He was posted to control disease outbreaks in the district of 
Koysinjaq and town of Ranya, and then he took up a new position in the city of Erbil. When the 
war intensified, the Ottoman Army mobilization regulations (Seferberlik) were implemented in 
1914 so Abdulahad joined the Ottoman Army as a military doctor. He was released soon after 
due to the demands of the people in Erbil for his services. In 1915, Abdulahad rejoined the 
Ottoman military campaign to fight the Russian army, which had occupied parts of Iran. During 
his active duty in these campaigns as a commander of the Combat Care Physicians Unit, 
Abdulahad treated and saved the lives of the war-wounded soldiers who had suffered horrific 
and traumatic injuries. 


During this military campaign, Abdulahad was the commander of the military medical unit 
to combat infectious diseases in the province of Mosul and adjacent provinces in Iran. His 
excellent services in the health field were highly appreciated and admired by the army, the civil 
administration, and the people. For these services, Abdulahad was decorated with the Red 
Cross Medal. During this bloody campaign, Abdulahad fell ill on the battlefield and was 
evacuated to convalesce in a civilian hospital in the city of Sulaymaniyah, then moved to the 
city of Kirkuk and finally to the city of Erbil. Eventually, Abdulahad served as a civilian doctor in 
Erbil until the First World War ended. 


After the British army occupied Iraq in 1917, Abdulahad carried out his medical 
responsibilities in Erbil for one more year. During this time, Abdulahad organized healthcare in 
and around Erbil. He founded what became known as the Royal Hospital of Erbil after the 
establishment of the monarchy in Iraq and the installation of King Faisal | in 1921. Abdulahad 
then returned to serve and settle in Mosul. In 1928, Abdulahad felt after such long and hard 
service the necessity for further studies and training in England. He applied to the Ministry of 
Health for sabbatical leave to obtain special medical experience in different centers of medical

excellence in London. Abdulahad traveled to London, enrolled in courses, and trained in various 
hospitals. During this time, he participated in medical conferences, observed advances in 
medical science, and gained useful experience. Abdulahad was nominated and won an election 
to become a member in the Governing Council of Mosul. In 1932, Abdulahad declined his 
nomination for a medical administrative position in Baghdad in favor of continuing to live and 
serve in Mosul. In 1942, Abdulahad was appointed Chief Medical Office in the governorate of 
Mosul and based at the Royal Hospital in Mosul. At the end of 1944, Abdulahad applied for and 
was granted early retirement by the Ministry of Social Affairs and Health. In retirement, 
Abdulahad focused on his private medical practice and his medical service to the community of 
Mosul. 


Abdulahad won elections for a parliamentary seat to become a member of Council of 
Representatives of Iraq (Lower Chamber of Iraqi parliament) representing Mosul twice. The first 
time, in the parliamentary elections of 1937, and the second time, in the elections of 1947. 
Abdulahad was a member in the finance and defense committees and contributed to many 
debates in the Iraqi parliament regarding the establishment of new laws that were needed in 
the newly established Iraqi Kingdom at that time. Full details about his contributions to 
parliamentary debates are available in official parliamentary records. He was nominated to be a 
member in the Constitutional Convention in Iraq in 1925 but he didn't win the vote to bea 
member. 


As The Treaty of Lausanne in 1923 did not resolve the protracted and perilous politically 
disputed territories of the province of Mosul between Turkey and the British government, the 
issue was commuted for arbitrations at the League of Nations in what became known as the 
"Mosul Question." Abdulahad was a founding and instrumental member of the board of the 
Committee of Mosul that was formed to raise awareness and to advocate for the rights of the 
province of Mosul to remain within Iraq and to join the Province of Baghdad and the Province 
of Basra which had already formed the sovereign State of Iraq in 1921. The Committee of Mosul 
continued its active advocacy until the Anglo-Turkish agreement was signed and the Province of 
Mosul joined Baghdad and Basra in the newly established the Kingdom of Iraq. 


Abdulahad, together with Archdeacon Neamatalla Dinno, were the only secular members 
of the pivotal post-war Church Synod from Mosul. This synod was held at Mor Mattai 
Monastery in 1930 and it was the 3rd time that it was held in this monastery throughout the 
history of Syriac Orthodox Church. The Synod was presided over by Syrian Orthodox Patriarch 
MOR Ignatius Elias III (1917-1933) and moderated by Mor Severus Aphrem Barsoum (1889- 
1957), Metropolitan of Syria and Lebanon (later Patriarch Ignatius Aphrem | Barsoum). The 
Synod discussed post-war challenges such as the huge numbers of refugees, issued new canon 
laws, and sought to organize church affairs. Particular challenges included managing properties 
and endowments in different emerging nation-states in the Middle East and the globally 
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scattered diaspora. Special attention was given to the situation of the Syriac Orthodox Church 
in India. In 1945, AbdulNour was instrumental in the successful registration at Mosul’s land 
registry office of cadastral rights to the endowments, properties, and large tracts of land of the 
villages belonging to the Mor Mattai Monastery. 


Abdulahad volunteered his work and time and donated money to help the refugees that 
came to Mosul from Turkey after the Armenian genocide and Sayfo between 1914 and 1918. 
These refugees primarily came from Southern Turkey escaping the killings on the hands Of 
Ottomans army and their allied Kurdish tribes. The refugees continued to come to Mosul well 
into the middle of 1920s. 


In 1937, he volunteered with other doctors in Mosul to treat children for free in a newly 
established children clinic that was founded by a committee of prominent women in Mosul and 
also gave lectures about children health care. He was a founding member of Iraqi Red Crescent 
branch in Mosul in 1937 also. 


At the beginning of 1948, after a short illness, Abdulahad suffered a sudden heart attack 
and passed away in his house peacefully and prematurely, on 28 February 1948. At his burial 
mass, he was eulogized by Rabban Bulus Behnam (later Gregorius Bulus Behnam, Archbishop of 
Mosul and Archbishop of Baghdad and Basra after that).

A.1.2. SULAIMAN ABDULNOUR 


Sulaiman AbdulNour was born in Mosul, Iraq in January 19, 1924 (Epiphany day according 
to the Julian calendar) to Bashir Daoud AbdulNour and Falem Ibraheem AbdulNour and he had 
all four grandparents from ABDULNOUR family but each one was from a different branch of the 
family. He was the second child and the first boy in the family. He attended Al-Tahthib primary 
school until 4th grade. This school was attached to Al-Tahira Church that was very close to his 
house in Mosul and was built on land donated by his ancestors in 1893. He completed his 
primary education at Mar Toma primary school which was attached to Mar Toma church in 
Mosul and was about 10 min away from his house. There, he exceled in math and the teacher 
chose him to help other students in math and he joined the newly established Boys Scouts in 
the school. Later, he attended Al-Muthana Middle School and finished his education at Al- 
Markazia High School in Mosul. In his spare time, he used to help his relative, Dr. Abdulahad 
AbdulNour, which he described as very intelligent and very generous person. 


After graduating from high school, he worked at his uncle, Zakar AbdulNour pharmacy, Al- 
Arabiya Pharmacy, in Mosul for some time. In 1945 he went to Damascus, Syria to attend the 
medical school there because of the quota system for the Christian students wanting to enter 
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medical school in Iraq at the time. There, he studied Pharmacy and graduated as Pharmacist in 
1949 from the university first pharmacy program. After graduation, he returned back to Mosul 
and worked again at his uncle, Zakar AbdulNour pharmacy for some time. In 1950, he opened 
his own pharmacy in Ninawa Street in Mosul and called it “AbdulNour Pharmacy.” In the 
summer he used to have boys from the community working in his pharmacy and he gave 
medicine for free or on credit for the needy people from all walks of life. In 1954, he established 
a Dental equipment and supply business with Kamal Kazanji in Baghdad, Iraq (67). 


In 1956, he married to Lydia (Lodi) Oussi at St. George Cathedral in Damascus, Syria, which 
is the same church | married at. Their first child, Bashar, was born in 1958 in Mosul and he 
might be the last person of the ABDULNOUR family to born in Mosul. In 1958, a military Coup 
d’état removed the monarchy and declared a republic in Iraq, He and other pharmacists in 
Mosul, including Muneer AbdulNour, Zakar AbdulNour, and Adel AbdulNour, sent a 
congratulations telegram to the new Sovereignty Counsel for this occasion (8). 


In 1959, he was arrested for 2 days at the beginning of a failed Coup d’état in Mosul based 
on his political ideology and his membership in Ansar Al-Salam Committee in Mosul. He was 
next in line to be executed but fortunately the Iraqi government Airforce planes bombed the 
prison and he fled along with all other prisoners. Right after his release, he moved to Baghdad 
along with his family, parents, and siblings. He, along with the other members of Ansar Al- 
Salam committee in Mosul including Nahid AbdulNour, published a letter in a local newspaper 
congratulating the prime minister on putting down the failed Coup d’état and pledging their 
support for the country (65). 


His personal believes and his political ideology advocated freedom and equal rights for 
religious and ethnic minorities in Iraq and all Arab countries. He also held that all citizens should 
be treated equally and that laws should apply to all and males and females should have equal 
opportunities in education and work. However, these calls were crushed by waves of religious 
and nationalist extremism in Mosul and Iraq after the independence of Iraq in 1932, and after 
the 1959 failed coup in Mosul, and after many subsequent events. 


When he settled in Baghdad, Mr. Kazangi decided to leave the partnership shortly after 
that and his brother, Daoud AbdulNour, became his new partner. At that time the business was 
located in Al-Rasheed Street near Metropole club. His second child, Ghada was born in 1960 


He was re-arrested again in 1963 for about 60 days after Al-Baath coup on February 8, 
1963 and was sent back to Mosul during his jail time. After his release, he left Iraq to live in 
Damascus, Syria and then he moved to Beirut, Lebanon. In the time he was living outside Iraq, 
the partnership with his brother, Daoud, continued to operate the business. In Beirut, he 
opened a Medical and Dental supply business and his third child, Naseer, was born in 1964. 
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In 1967, he and his family visited Jerusalem and the Holy land. He returned to Baghdad in 
1969 and soon after that his mother, Falem AbdulNour, passed away in 1969. His fourth child, 
Rand, was born in 1969. Soon afterward, his father, Bashir AbdulNour, passed ways in 1971 and 
his fifth child, Ramiz, was born in 1974. 


The business moved to a different location in in Al-Naser Building near Al-Saadoon Street 
and at the same time he had separate pharmaceutical sales near Al-Naser Square in Baghdad. 
He was the only supplier for dental equipment and supplies for many years in the whole 
country and he knew most of the dentists in Iraq even before they start studying in the School 
of Dentistry. When the business closed there was still a book of debt to many dentists and 
dental labs. He also had a small manufacturing business to make artificial teeth. 


In 1941, he became a member of an organization called Ansar Al-Salam Committee (Peace 
Supporters). Also, he was a member of the Syriac Orthodox Church Charitable Organization, Al- 
Ihsan in Mosul and a member in Mar Afram Seminary Management Committee in Mosul for 
some time. He also served in the Church Board in Baghdad for many ears 


In 1997, he moved to Detroit, MI to live with his family. He passed away on Tuesday 
September 6th, 2022.

A.1.3. NICOLA (THABIT) ABDULNOUR 


Thabit AbdulNour was born in 1890 in Mosul, Iraq to Abdulaziz AbdulNour and Ameena 
Kassab. He went to study in the Dominican Missionary School in Mosul and then studied in the 
Royal High School in Mosul also. After that in 1913, he went to study law in Istanbul, Turkey. 


In 1914, Thabit came back to Mosul and formed Al-Alam (the Flag) organization to promote 
the idea of Arab Nationalism. When the Ottomans authorities discovered his activity, they 
captured him and put him on trial but he managed to escape to Syria after short time in prison. 
Later, he joined The Great Arab Revolution led by Shareef Husain in Al-Hijaz. Then, he went to 
Damascus, Syria and joined King Faisal when he ruled Syria as King of Syria until Faisal was 
removed by the French Army. After that, he left Syria and went to Paris, France for some time. 
In 1921, he joined King Faisal again in Iraq this time when he King Faisal was installed as King of 
Iraq. In 1922, he and others founded the Scientific Institute in Baghdad that tackled the issue of 
illiteracy in the newly established Kingdom of Iraq by opening classes to educate the population 
and within one year, these classes were held in cities all over Iraq.

In 1931, Thabit resigned his parliamentary seat and was appointed as the first Director of 
Oil Affairs in the Ministry of Economics and Communications until 1933. He held the same 
position again in 1935-1936. 


In 1933, Thabit became a counselor in the Iraqi Legation in London, England and in 1934 he 
was appointed as Iraqi Oil representative in London. In 1938 he was appointed Chargé 
d'Affaires in Jeddah, Saudi Arabia. In January 1939, he went to Yemen as a representative of the 
Iraqi government to Yemen and became a close advisor to Imam Yehia, King of Yemen. 


When WWII started in 1939, Thabit was on a visit to Germany and refused to go back to 
Iraq so his government service was terminated. During his stay in Germany, he worked in Arabic 
language radio station that was broadcasting propaganda against the British during WWII. Then 
he took to retirement in Lausanne, Switzerland and in 1950 he went to live in Alexandria, Egypt 
and he went back to Iraq in 1953. He died in 1957

A.1.4. ZAKI ABDULNOUR 


Zaki AbdulNour was born in Mosul, Iraq in January 21st, 1924, from a Christian 
conservative family. His father Elia Gergees AbdulNour passed away in 1947 and his mother 
Falem Abdalla Touza passed away in 1958. His siblings including him are; Doula, Nasir, Nafia, 
Ghalib, Adeeba, Zaki, and Jamal AbdulNour. He attended Al-Tahthib Elementary school and Mar 
Toma Elementary school in Mosul, and then he went to the Al-Gharbia Middle and High School 
in Mosul. After completing his high school studies, he went to Damascus in 1945 to study 
medicine at the Syrian University in Damascus. Syria. He joined many young men from his 
family in Mosul who went to study in Damascus because they couldn’t get into medical school 
in Iraq due to the quota system for Christian students 


After he graduated in 1952 as a medical doctor, he did his residency in Surgery, Pediatrics, 
and Internal medicine at two hospitals in Aleppo, Syria. After that, he came back to Iraq and 
served in many cities in the southern part of Iraq like Al-Diwania, Al-Musieb, Al- Gebaiesh, and 
the District of Affak. 


In 1954, he married Mary Denno, the daughter of Archdeacon Neamatalla Denno and they 
had 1 daughter, Dina AbdulNour married to Amer Shamastoma, and 3 boys, Nashwan 
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AbdulNour married to Thuraya George Antoon, Sarmad AbdulNour married to Jean Kouz, and 
Nawfal AbdulNour married to Aseel Butty. 


In 1956 he moved to Abo Al-Khasib, Basra to work in the Republican Hospital. In 1960, He 
resigned his position to go to England to pursue a fellowship specialty in Pediatric Medicine. 
Shortly after he started his studies, his family joined him in England. Some of the hospitals he 
did his field practice were in Oxford, Sunderland, and London. When he completed his studies, 
he and his family bought a car in England and drove it to Baghdad, Iraq. During the drive back 
they visited many European countries and also visited Jerusalem and the Holy Land during the 
trip. 


After, arriving in Baghdad Iraq in 1962, he joined the civil service again and was appointed 
as deputy general manager at Al-Kademiya Children Hospital. After years of his service there, he 
moved to manage the Outpatient clinic in Al-Baya’a district in Baghdad. He also practiced in the 
evening in his private clinic for Pediatrics and Internal Medicine, near Al-Naser square in 
Baghdad. He was featured in many TV interviews and conferences to talk about Children's 
diseases remedies and prevention. 


In 1980 he retired from the civil service but kept working in his private clinic until he died in 
2002. His death was due to severe internal bleeding. His wife Mary passed away in 1996 due to 
a heart attack. 


Dr. Zaki was born and raised in a devout Christian Syriac Orthodox family, he loved to read 
religious books as well as social and scientific books, had a big library in his house that he 
donated all of it before his death. He worked with his brother-in-law, Sewerios Neamatalla 
Denno, on printing his father-in-law religious hymns in one book that is used in many Syriac 
Orthodox churches until this day. 


In memory of his death, A memorial Library building was constructed for Mar Toma Syriac 
Orthodox Church in Al-Mansour district in Baghdad, Iraq.

A judgment to the governor of the Villayat of Mosul, one of the holders of the rank of 
Bakler-Bekiyah, Al-Rumili, Othman Pasha, the holder of the Ottoman Medal of Second Class and 
Majidi medal of the Second Class, and to the Deputy and Mufti of Mosul, and to the members 
of the Council. 


The Patriarchate of the ancient Syriac (Syriac Orthodox) sect in the location of Al- 
Najjarin district in Mosul had submitted a request to obtain a license to establish a new church 
dedicated to the aforementioned sect, and it became clear from the upcoming letter and 
request in response to the previous query, that the church to be established would be 50 yard 
long, 40 yard wide, and 30 yard high. and a part of the aforementioned location was given by 
the ABDULNOUR family of the aforementioned sect as a donation, while the remaining part was 
purchased by the aforementioned patriarch in accordance with the applicable regulations and 
with the consent of its owners, and that there are no doubts about it, and that the church will 
have 80 windows inside and outside, and the construction expenses will be covered by the sect 
from the aid money, and this sect constitutes 352 houses in the city of Mosul, including 1030 
males and the same number of females. This matter was referred to the Department of the 
Interior in the State Shura Council, and it was reported through its records the approval of the 
issuance of the necessary noble order including the license, and accordingly the matter was 
presented to our honorable Al-Ashraf Al-Shahani, and after the approval, we issued our royal 
decree Including the license and then handed over to them (The Patriarchate). 


You, the aforementioned governor, the deputy, the mufti, and the rest of those 
mentioned, shall not object to the establishment of the aforementioned church, provided that 
they do not exceed the aforementioned standards in length, width, and height, and that the 
settlement of expenses is done according to the manner written. And you must not, collect 
money from anyone by force or disturb them in any other way during the building of this 
church, and you must be very careful not to fall into what contradicts our Al-Shahani goodwill.

£T.5,000 as capital for trade, and advance against produce, which generally sell 
in Mosul.

Haman Shaman Alloo ; 

Importer of indigo, twist, and piece goods, and exporter of galls. His principal 
trade is in making advances to villagers against produce.

Is a rich citizen, and his principal occupation is in piece goods, which he yearly sends 
to Persia, Rowanduz, and Khoi Sanjak. He mports from, Persia gum, carpets, galls, &c. 
His capital is about £T.6,000.

Is a partner of Jaboory Beytoon of Bagdad. He is a commission agent, exporter of 
wool, galls, and skins to Europe, and importer of twist, indigo, iron, sugar, and piece 
goods. His capital is about £T.5,000.

Document showing the property division in Mosul between the Syriac Orthodox and 
Syriac Catholic Churches in 1838 (68) with English translation

When the Christian Catholic (Syriac Catholics) sect, who are represented by Bishop Issa son 
of Abbo, priest Yousef son of Hanna, priest Yousef son of Elias, Shammas Petrous son of 
Wahida, and Behnam son of Yacoub, and the Christian Jacobite (Syriac Orthodox) sect, 
represented by priest Estefan Al-Aseel, the agent of the absent Maphrian Elias, priest 
Abdelmassih son of Isaac, Behnam son of Thomas, and Yacoub son of Gergees divided equally 
the Church of MAR Toma (St. Thomas) Church, which is located in Khazraj district, the Church of 
al-Tahira , which is located in Al-Qala’a district, the Church of Al-Tahira Al-Kharijia, which is 
located opposite the Al-Emadi Gate, and the Church of Hudeni (MAR Ahoudama), which is 
located in Bab al-Iraq district. 


And now they divided in half the deeded properties endowed for the aforementioned 
churches and they also divided equally the monasteries outside the city of Mosul between 
them. The Syriac Catholic sect took the ownership of Khedir Elias (St. Behnam) Monastery and 
the olive groves that belong to it in the village of Bahezani. Those groves are composed of 11 
olive trees at Moulla Khedir orchards, 8 olive trees at Hamo Al-Issa orchards, 11 olive trees at 
Mahmood Pasha family orchards for a total of 120 Olive trees. 


The Jacobites (Syriac Orthodox) sect took the ownership of Sheikh Matee (St. Mathew) 
Monastery and its belonging located in the village of Bahezani. Those belongings are 3 olive 
trees at an orchard next to Suhail orchards, 17 olive trees at Derwar orchards, 5 olive trees at 
Khalil Orchards, and 39 olive orchards for a total of 83 live trees. 


As for the church of Bahshiga that is divided between the 2 sects and its revenue from the 
orchards located in the village of Bahshiga and the village of Bahezani, they decided to give a 
third to the Syriac Catholic sect and two thirds to the Syriac Orthodox sect and all the orchards 
in the village of Bahshiga. 


The two sides agreed on this and based on that, this agreement was written on the 
eleventh day of Muharam, in the year one thousand and forty four A.H. This year is equivalent 
to 1838 AD.
